asked him if that imposter wrote in Oseald's certifiable handwriting. When he. got to • 

Duran and the conjecture^she slept with Oswald I asked him if he had any reason to' believe 

she lacked sleeping partners and told hiW tliat I had aiways belueved that she /as CIA. He 

suid they also believe it. I asked if they include any substantiation, he said no., They 

do not, from wliat I took his nonresponse to mean, even have that Phillips testified to 

having a live agent inside that clnsulate. I could have gone farthur and did not. He got 

back to tliat Odum l/CE 237 CIA picture and I asked what importance that has today, ^e was 

surprised, perhaps linliappy, and did not answer. Before we got to this point I told him 

I have nothing to do with theorized conspiracies. He asked me who I - fcMnlr did it. I tried 

to explain V to him why that cannot be dorp^^esponsibjfl/fcy and he interrupted. He wanted 

■puch to say what he wanted to soy and was reluctant for me to interrupt when I thought 

I should and continued talking.

The Za^ruder stuff he 
asked nothing at all about, quintessential as that is to Posner. That Posner lied in. 
saying there was no tape extant of Oswald's voice when the FBI had it and a transcript 
of it, nah, why"^ool tfith anything factual, officially and by Posner lied about qnd what

statement I made of its potential* I think he probably knows. Stone's attitude and knows 
s tone -has gotten all he wants or can see and that will be it. 

So simplify once again, the conspiracy theoriesie and thei r devotion to it to the 
exclusion of all other understanding continues to be what it always was, the major 
imjjediment to any real accomplishment of any kind, ranging from maj^Lng the government's 
position impossible to destroying its literary whores. If Stone really want to get even 
with Posner neither he nor any of his people know how they can and knowing his mind make

no effort te> and have no interest in learning. 1 

I have the impression that I^aste in dealing with any supposedly representing 

^tone without som/reason to believe it and without their interest in learning and under- 
standing anything other than mythology. Unless there is some indicatioijfof something like 
this I'd just as leave hear nothing further on his supposed behalf. I can use that time
